We have many inſtances i in the Scriptures, 
Fn which particular men have been by God's 
grace happily alarmed and. arreſted; but 
Nineveh is almoſt the only inſtance of the 
warning of Almighty God, operating upon 
a community ſo far as to bring it to re- 
pentance. Babylon and Tyre among the 


Heathens perſiſted in their crimes till their 


puniſhment overtook them. Nay, God's 
own peculiar people and city could be 
warned by no inftructions, examples, or 
threatenings. They refuſed to edify a ſinful 
world by their repentance; therefore their 
utter deſtruction vindicated the ways of Gop 
to Man. 


Brethren, it is the peculiar duty of the 
Miniſters of the Goſpel under the ſevereſ# pe- 
nalties to bring as often as occaſion ſhall re- 
quire theſe threatenings home to the hearts 
of their hearers. Thoſe that indeed love 
their flocks, thoſe who ſeek not THEIRS but 
THEM, Will find this ſenſe of duty quickened 
by AFFECTION in. dangerous and difficult 
times.

times. They will have no reſt to their eye- 
lids while they have omitted to warn their 
hearers to flee from the wrath to come. 


The preſent times, which are more awful 
than any ſince the deſtruction of Jeruſalem, 
abſolutely require, that watchfulneſs on their 
part, and attention on yours, ſhould either 
avert thoſe national calamities which hang 
over us, or if we ſhould periſh in them, that 


we ſo deport ourſelves * as to be found worthy 
to tand before the Son of Man,” 


Let us enquire then in the following Diſ- 
courſe into the nature of the fin of BLOOD- 
GUILTINESS in a NATION, or COM- 
MUNITY, the Conſequences 8 are at- 
tached to it, and the Principles and Doctrines 
from which it originates. 


Man undoubtedly was created to love, 
cheriſh, and comfort his brethren. This he 
would undoubtedly have done, if he had not 
fallen from God if our firſt parents had *

not rebelled againſt their kind BenefaQor, 
in returning the rich bounty of the Almighty 
by an act of foul and direct rebellion. Had 
they and their poſterity remained in the pa- 
radiſiacal ſtate, DEATH and Six would never 
haye had exiſtence, The preſence of God 
would have ſhed perpetyal comfort, and the 
love of each other ſprung ſpontaneous in 
every child of Adam. No human Laws, or 
MacisTRATEs, or PUNISHMENTS would 


have been neceſſary, had God been obeyed, 


and His law kept. But after man had fallen, 
his wicked appetites broke looſe, diſcord en- 
ſued, and the firſt crime upon the catalogue 
is MURDER, 


Prom this time the exiſtence of Magiftracy 
and Laws became neceſſary. It ys upon 
COMPULSION only that man, col LE C. 
TIVELY conſidered, is prevented from being 
the enemy of his kind. 


But God Almighty even here did not deſert 

him. Though by fin he was degraded, yet 

cyen this ſtate of degradation was not meant

to be a ſtate of perpetual bloodſhed and diſs 
order. GOD inſtituted LAWS and CIVIL 
GOVERNMENT. By HIM Kings reign. 

and Princes decree juſtice. This ordinance 
whoever raſhly reſiſts, re/fts the ordinance of 
God. When men reſiſt Civil Governors, 
Tam bound to tell you, that they take a moſt 
AWFUL CHARGE upon themſelves. That 
Government muſt be corrupt indeed which 
will warrant this; and ſhould any motives 
of private intereſt, of private paſſion, of diſ- 
treſs of circumſtances, lead men to ſubvert 
Aw and order, theſe at the dread tribunal of 
God muſt ftand under the deep die of 1 
BLOOD-GUILTINESS. And if the guilt 


of the blood of one man is enough to plunge 

us into irretrievable miſery, what muſt be 

the ſtate of thoſe, whoſe conduct, whoſe | 
principles, and whoſe defigns have led to the A 
death of THOUSANDS and TENS of THOU | 
SANDS! 


"Fi am ready to ct that the very ſame aw- 
ful caution extends to Kin Gs and other CIVIL.

GovERNORs as well as to SUBJECTS, and 
that in the ſight of God the life of the poor- 
eſt Peaſant is equally precious with that of 
the proudeſt Monarch. By. God's law Mo- 
narchs will be judged as well as the loweſt 
of their ſubjects, and every action brought 
before that dread tribunal, before which we 
mult all ſtand. 


But the fin of BLOOD-GUILTINESS, 
as we have moſt INSTANT and lamentable 
experience, may be likewiſe attached to SUB 
JECTS. When men from indirect motives 
withſtand a jus r and EQUAL Government 
when they ſpread groundleſs diſcontents— 
when they vilify the perſons and miſrepreſent 
the motives of Kings, and thoſe in authority, 
they then reſiſt the powers that be, and ſhall 
receive unto themſelves damnation. The 
word, in ſpite of every palliative, f is ſtrong and 
emphatical; but not more marked and diſ- 
tint than the crimes of ſuch men. To 
ABSOLUTE PERFECTION neither Civil Go- 
vernment or Civil Governors can poſſibly be

brought; and if the IMPERFECTIONS of theſe 
are to be the cauſe of tumult and inſurrection, 
aſſuredly bloodſhed and diſorder muſt be 
univerſal and perpetual over the whole face 
of the earth. By God's bleſſing WE live 


under a Government NEARER to perfection, 
confeſſedly and avowedly, than any of which 


record has reached us. But yet perhaps a 


more perfect form of polity may be imagined 


by ſpeculative men, although, if the experi- 
ment were tried, 1t would not * be 
obtained. 


To ſtimulate then men to acts of reſiſtance 
to Magiſtrates, becauſe IMPERFECTIONS 


remain in any form of Government, is ſurely 


to reſiſt the ordinance of that God, who 


never INTENDED to beſtow ABSOLUTE PER= 


FECTION on any ſyſtems of laws here below. 
So many circumſtances muſt concur and 


| conſpire to render a ſubſtantial change ſalu- 


tary and beneficial to a community Ar 
LARGE, that a wisz man will tate, 


| and

and a coop man zZremble, in taking any 
part in the ſubverſion of the Govern- 
ment under which the providence of Al- 
mighty God has placed him. A man who 
really fears God, and who eſteems himſelf 
accountable to him, will, if he ever conſents 
to meaſures of the ſlighteſt innovation, rage 
good heed to his ways, Not only his actions, 
but even his wokps will be guarded, He 
will confider, that for every ſtep he takes, 
not only originating in paſſion and fraud, 
but even in precipitation and inadvertency, 
he ſtands accountable for eyery conſequence 
which may reſult from them. His prayer 
to God will be, early and late, public and 
private, Deliver me from Blood- Guiltineſs, 7 
Lord!“ 


Nor will this caution and tenderneſs of 
conſcience be exerciſed with regard to H1M- 
SELF only, but likewiſe to ALL thoſe with 
whom he communicates his actions and 
defigns. He will moſt diligently watch, 
that neither Mendicancy, Malevolence, or

Graſp of Power, conſtitute any part of 
THEIR motives, any more than his own. 
He will be little inclined to think, that the 
profligacy, profaneneſs, ſyſtematic libertiniſm, 
zbjeft impudence, and debaſed habits of aban- 


doned Gameſters, AN work out political 
purity and reformation. - He will recollect, 


that Rebellion is as the fin of Witchcraft—that 
it comes in its firſt origin in very plauſible 
ſhapes, but that its progreſs is marked in 
diſorder, blood, and deſpair. He will never 
loſe fight of this important truth, that the 
BEGINNERS of Zheſe ſpecious meaſures of re- 
form and renovation are anſwerable for all 
thoſe atrocities to which the worſt men, who 
have intrenched themſelves under their au- 
thority, character, and influence, may, in the 
uſual and natural progreſs of ſuch events, 
afterwards proceed. 


But, alas! how widely different from ſuch 


conſcientious cirecumſpection do we find the 


conduct of thoſe who have been in all ages 


in-

inſtrumental in projecting ſyſtems of inno- 
vation and change! yy 


Pride and Petulance, Rancour and Spleen *, 
Luſt of Lucre, and Fear of Juſtice, the Preſ- 
ſures of Poverty and Reſtleſſneſs of Guilt, 


have to compaſs their ends, induced men to 


ſet at naught the groans, and tears, and agonies 


of the numerous victims of ſocial diſcord 
and civil commotion. Such have been, I 


repeat it, in ALL AGES, the ſcourges of man- 
kind, ſcattering deſolation and deſtruction 
over the moral creation of God, 


If we may truſt the uniform tenor of 
hiſtorical record, no deſcription of men ever 
exiſted, in whom all pity for the ſufferings 


of mankind, all fear of the retributive juſtice

of Almighty God, have been more completely 
and invariably extinguiſhed, than in thoſe 
who have aſſumed the characters of popular 
leaders, and peculiar aſſertors of the rights 
and privileges of their fellow citizens. Who 
have been leſs ſcrupulous of the means by 
which they accompliſhed their ends? Who 
have waded thro' more blood, either to obtain 
or to preſerve their booty, their power, their 
elevation ? What Tyranny more implacable 


in the ſacrifices with which it gorged itſelf, 


than the ſtern ferocity of MaR1vs, the mock 
clemency of Cæs AR, the proſcriptive liber- 


tiniſm of Ax TONY, or the cool, digeſted, 


murderous determination of CROMWELL ? 
Every one of theſe in their day pretended to 
be lovers of their country—they duped, they 
plundered, they oppreſſed it. 


Let us then beware how the plauſible pre- 
tences of any ſet of men ſo operate upon our 
paſſions, as to render us inſenſible of the 
ſtain of Blood-Guiltineſi—of the crime of 


being acceſſary to a ſubverſion of thoſe laws

and that order in this land, which are at 
this moment, as for above a century paſt, 
our ornament, our diſtinction, and our ſafe- 
guard. Nothing can ſurpaſs the Gul Lr of 
ſuch an attempt, except the FoLLy of it. 
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The Fol Ly of it is prominent indeed, but 
in none more than in the firſt authors of 
de luſion and diſcord—becauſle hiſtory proves, 
and recent experience moſt awfully confirms 
that proof, that in this ſyſtem of crimes, 
the firſt perpetrators, by the juſt deſignation 
of Almighty God, are invariably the firſt, 
and ſevereſt ſufferers #. They incur the guilt, 
but others reap the fruit of their machina- 
tions. Nor is it enough for the well-in- 
tentioned to anſwer, that they only intend a 
Reformation of the Government, and not its 
Subverfion—from ſimilar pretences all inſur- 
rections have originated,

The Gu1LT of it, permit me to ſay, is at 
the preſent criſis of a, deeper and more ag- 
gravated complexion, than at any former pe- 
riod in the annals of mankind. To diſ- 
claim, with ſtudied ſcorn, all reverence for 
the ſuperintending Providence of Almighty 
God—to reject with mockery every appre- 
henſion of a judgment to come to harden | 
the murderer, by telling him by public autho-— 
rity, that after death his crimes and conſci- 1 
ence will be buried in eternal ſleep—all this has | 
not. been the ACCIDENTAL CONSEQUENCE, 
but the BAs Is and ESSENTIAL PRINCIPLE of _ 
(what the PovERTV of language obliges me 
to call) the political ſyſtem of thoſe wretched 
regicides, who are alternately threatening _ L 
mankind with the contagion of their principles, 
or appalling them by the horrors of their 
crimes. 


God knows, that in this ſtate of fin and | 
miſery, of change and calamity, the page of 
hiſtory ſhews how much man has corrupted 
Bis way before God, and with what violence the

earth has at all times Been filled. But to the 
ſcenes which have been exhibited, and are 
ſtill exhibiting in France, no parallel occurs 
to the aſtoniſhed mind ! Whether we view 
the extended ſcale on which this ſcheme 
of maſſacre was projected; the ſteady and 


, relentleſs ſeverity with which it has been 


purſued, the principles and paſſions from 
which it originated, or the ſpirit of calm, 
SPORTIVE, inventive barbarity with which it 
has been in thouſands of inſtances exe- 
cuted *, experience, language, and even con- 


ception fail us! The Angel of God hath poured 


out his phial on the rivers and fountains of waters, 
and they have become BLooD. 


Surely theſe Horrors, however made fa- 


miliar to us by recitals, to which for nearly 


four years we have been accuſtomed, re- 
ceived their ultimate conſummation in the 
LAST ACT of their atrocity, which has juſt

' reached us. As they before ſurpaſſed all 
former RECORDED FACTORS IN BLooD, they 
have here outdone THEMSELVES. They 
have left their former guilt ſhrunk and con- 
tracted in its dimenſions. The long avenues 


of miſery, through which her perſecutors 
conducted this defencelcſs Royal Sufferer, 


the ſucceſſive gradations of miſery ſhe un- 


derwent, exceeding the former inflictions of 
it by nicely adjuſted proportions—the sKIL- 
FUL barbarity with which in every ſtage of 
her conflict they contrived that the anguiſh 
of the mind ſhould keep pace with that of 


the body—the uſe they made of thoſe 


BLESSED NATURAL AFFECTIONS Which 
God has implanted in the breaſt of a Wire 
and a Mor HER, to give poignancy to every 
pang, by the ſpectacle of the - lengthened 
ſufferings of a murdered Huſband, and 
Children torn from her to calamities. ten 
thouſand times worſe than to death the hor- 
rors of a dungeon, cloſed by a mock proceſs, 
and an execution accompanied. with the 
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baſeſt inſults and indignities—above all, one 
unutterable inſtance of agonizing cruelty, 
by the bare mention of which HELL IT- 
SELF WOULD BE POLLUTED !—all 
theſe combined circumſtances leave but one 
ſentiment of conſolation to an ENGLISHMAN 
and a CHRISTIAN— That her Afflictions ARE 
ENDED! That ſhe is now arrived at that 
peaceful haven, where the wicked ceaſe from 
troubling, and where the weary are at reſt ; 
where the priſoners reſt together, and they hear 
not the voice of the oppreſſor * where God ſhall 


wipe away all tears from their eyes, and there 


ſhall be no more death, neither ſorrow, nor cry- 


ing, neither ſhall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are paſſed away. 


But let it be well remembered, that it is 


not at Royrar D16NniTyY that this deſtruction 


ends; the ſame week, I believe the ſame day, 
which conſummated the afflictions of this 
lamented victim, produced a decree from this 
ſame ruffian horde, for the razing to the 


ground of the ſecond city in France in po-

pulation and commerce, and the deſtruction 
of man, woman, and child, under the di- 
rection of Commiſſioners deputed by the 
Convention to direct and regulate this ſcene 
of maſſacre. Surely of this nation we may 
ſay, Her blood is in the midſt of ber; ſhe hath 
ſet it on the top of a rock. 


May Almighty God protect this favoured 
land from ſuch Hor Rors, and the PRINCIPLES 
which lead to them! Cheriſh this ſalutary 
truth! That the cauſe we are now engaged 
in, is the cauſe of God and our Country, 
our Liberties and Property, our Wives and 
Children. It is the cauſe of the LowEsT, as

foreign foe, aſſiſted by the moſt abandoned 


of our own countrymen, whoſe efforts have 
long been united for the reduction of this 
free and happy nation to a beggared, de- 
graded, plundered province to theſe mer- 
cileſs enemies. Should they (which God 
in his mercy avert!) ſucceed in this enter- 
prize, the voice of England would be like

chery and Pillage. But now, when (without a poſſibility 
of doubt) the tree is notion by its frutts—when every ſub- 
ſequent epoch has been written in blood—when Atheiſm 
is the boaſt, and Murder and Extermination'the DIRECT 
PROFESSION of French Republicans, what Judgment mu? 
be formed of thoſe efforts which have, in more than one

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inſtance, been made to recommend an union with ſuch 
men, under the ſhallow, miſerable pretences of peace and 
philanthropy. With what deſign can we ſuppoſe that theſe 
topics have been introduced i in the moſt ſacred of all places 
that attempts have been made to mitigate or palliate 
in the Houſe of God himſelf, the crimes of thoſe who have 
rejected him? and to inſinuate that the end of the preſent 
juſt, neceſſary, and defenſive war, is that of ambition, 
cruelty, or tyranny ? What the MoTives of ſuch con- 
duct may be; if it has been rightly repreſented, God only 
can judge; but the TENDENc of it is ſurely to turn 
the arms of the ſoldiery upon thoſe whom they are en- 
gaged to obey and defend, to produce indefinite confuſion 
and bloodſhed, and the utter ſubverſion of that ſtate of order 
and true liberty which exiſts in this kingdom. But I con- 
fidently hope, that however ſuch doctrines might find cur- 
rency among a frivolous, conceited, and cruel nation, that 
an Engliſh ſoldier, peaſant, or manufacturer, will not eaſily 
be brought to reliſh that flippant, declamatory, and 
poiſonous froth, by which a CHABOr, a GREGoOIRE, and a 
FAUCHET have habituated and aſſimilated the minds 
of their countrymen to barbarous and relentleſs carnage. 
It will be clearly diſcerned by the ſober underſtanding of 
an Engliſhman, how ill Principles of Fraternity accord 
with thoſe of Plunder, Peace with Maſſacre, or E vange- 
lical Charity with that ferocious Atheiſm, which has hurried 
thouſands before the tribunal of God with daggers in their 
hands, and honey in their mouths, 
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
